Chicago, April 23.—Latest figures re- 


garding the storm which swept over 
Illinois and Indiana Sunday

show 72 dead, 200 injured and nearly 
100 families in a destitute condition, 
as a result of the storm.

100 homes were demolished and 
the 


property loss totalled several, hundred 
thousand 
dollars.

was done at Bush, Willsville, Mur- 
physboro, Campus, Freeman and Kan- 
kakee, 111, and Morocco, Ind. Govern- 
or Deneen and Adjutant General Dick- 
son have arranged to extend state re- 
lief to the stricken districts in Illinois.
